PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  His 
Honour  the  Administrator  in  Council  has 
been  pleased  to  order  that  the  regulations  made 
pursuant  to  the  “  Motor-vehicle  Act  ”  on  the  17th 
day  of  June,  1920,  and  subsequently  amended  from

(a.)  Strike  out  in  the  definition  of  “Act”  in 
regulation  numbered  1  the  words  “  chapter  62  of 
the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1920.” 

(b.)  Add  to  clause  (e)  of  regulation  numbered 
3  the  following  paragraph : — 

“  Every  motor-cycle  shall  be  equipped  with  a 
reflector  or  lamp  mounted  on  the  rear  thereof 
capable  of  reflecting  or  displaying  a  red  light  to¬ 
wards  the  rear,  and  such  lamp  shall  be  kept  lighted 
during  the  period  from  one-half  hour  after  sunset 
to  one-half  hour  before  sunrise.” 

(c.)  Add  to  clause  (g)  of  regulation  numbered 
3  the  following  words :  “  but  no  motor-vehicle, 

other  than  a  motor-vehicle  operated  by  the  Pro¬

Rule  76. 

LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1S67  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬

after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
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same  lias  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore¬ 
said  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.
